L. L, recently., Coples of it have been }
gent to all the members of the Uni- |
versity Board of Trustees. The re- |
moval of Dr. Miller la asked on the |
ground that he Is undermining the |
faith of the Princeton students. ‘

It was the Rev, Dr, John F, Carson,
pastor of the Central Presbyterian
Church of Brooklyn who Introduced
the pamphlet at the Stony Brook as-
sembly. Dr. Carson s a former mod-
erator of the General Agsembly of
the Presbyterian Church. In com-
menting on the role Professor Miller
ia snld to have played, Dr. Carson
said:

“No crlme more dastardy can be
imagined that that of a teacher in
a8 Christlan university undermining
the faith of the boys and girls of
our Christlan homes, You do not
send your boys to oollege to have
their confidence in the Bible, thelr
love for and falth In Jesus Christ
shattered and destroyed by the quib-
bling of self-labelled scholarship.”

Dr. Ottman's pamphlet quotes Dr.
Miller as saving, in deseribing the
birth of Christ:

"Our sources ef information do not
enable us to answer explicitly. It is
not clear just when he was born, nor
where, nor under what elreumstances.
